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OIL AND COAL TAXES 


It is a logical arrangement—as_pro- 
sone i an amendment to the Municipal 
istricts Act—that the province, rather 
than the municipality, should have the 
power to levy taxes on the output of a 
gas or oil well; the municipality of course 
retaining the right to tax the buildings, 
or other surface property of the company. 
If taxes from this source should go to the 
municipality in which a well is located, 
then in fairness the municipality in which 
a coal mine is situated—and not the pro- 
vince—should have a right to levy taxes 
on the coal produced. 

These underground resources are the 
property of the public, not of the residents 
of the particular municipal division in 
which development operations are under- 
taken, and taxation imposed upon the out- 
put should be for general, and not local 
purposes. Incidentally—the less taxation 
is imposed upon the output, the more de- 
velopment there will be, and the greater 
the resultant benefit to both the munici- 
palities and the province. 


GOVERNMENT SPECULATION 


At least the Canadian wheat grower 
has no cause to feel lonesome in his dissa- 
tisfaction with the price the foreign buy- 
er is willing to pay for wheat. Producers 
in other countries are worrying on the 
sone subject, and apparently doing more 
of it. 

The Government of the United States 
has been driven to the expedient of buy- 
ing up the surplus crop of the republic, in 
order to stabilize the market, at the risk 
of having to unload later on at a loss.

Robert Fulton, inventor, died February 24, 1815. ‘There és probably no 
more absorbing subject than the history of steamships and submarines. The 
career of Robert Fulton, who had so much to do with both, is as interesting 
For versatility he stands among the most versatile. He was 
sufficient of a painter to purchase a small fram from 
the proceeds of his earnings, which he handed over to 
his mother early in life. This was accomplished in 
addition to his labors in the trade of a jeweller. Prob- 
ably the success he attained in winning sufficient to 
buy a farm decided him to devote himelf wholly to 
painting for at the age of twenty-two we find him 
travelling to London to study the subjects fully under 
Benjamin West, the portrat painter. But he was not 
cut out for this, a fact he appears to have decided for 
himself long before it was too late in life. Or probably 
the inventor in him was demanding its own field. At 
any rate we find him soon deserting the canvas for 
mec! ics. He was to prove that his brain simply teem- 
FULTON ed with ideas in this ction. As the years rolled on he 
| produced things for the improvement of canals, for 
dredging rivers, spinning flax, twisting rope, and a host of other devices, for 
| the mechanical assistance of mankind. But it was in regard to the steamship 
that he was to make his name.

| this sphere. he was the first to make steam navigation a commercial success.

Women Don't Approve 
Work After Marriage 


British Civil Service Says 
Feminine Employes Should 
Resign on Marriage 


Canadian Press j 
LONTON, Feb, 24.—Nearly 7,000/ 
members of the Civil Service Clerical | 
association have been ballotted on the 
question whether women should re- 
tain their positions in the service 
after marriage, and by a big majority 
have answered “no”. The questions 
ubmitted by the association were: 

1. Are you in favor of the retention 
f women in the service after mar- 
lage, if the marriage gratuity is 
hereby forfeited by all? 

2. Are you in favor of the reten- 
tion of women in the service after 
marriage, in the event of the gratu- 
ity being retained for those who retire | 
on marriage? 

To the first question 4,795 women 


answered in the negative, and only! 
38 in the affirmative. To question | 
umber two, 3,537 women voted 
qainst the retention. and 1,396 in) 
avor of it. | 
“The ballot has siown us that

‘hem, we find women taking much the | 
same view as men,” said W. J. Brown, | 
MLP., secretary of the association, to| 
a reporter recently. ‘There is a gen-! 
eral feeling, I think, among these!

Supple- 
menting the work last year, when the 
Palace Cafe was opened, the owner, a 
Chinaman, donated the proceeds of 
the opening day, $117, to the society, | 
the members of which served during | 
the day. At Christmas time, a Christ- 
mas basket is placed in one of the 
stores and advertised.

This recommendation is made in 
connection with a report by the com- 
missioners on the application of the 
Northwestern Utilities Company now 
before the Board for authority to issue 
seven per cent 15 year sinking fund 
gold bonds with a par value of $250,- 
000. The company wishes to know 


whether the city wishes to appear in| 
| connection with the hearing of the ap- 


plication, 
Seek Protection 

According to a statement prepared 
by the company the program of cap- 
ital expenditure for 1930 amounts to 
$414,390, The rate base at January 1, 
1930, was stated to be $5,696,030.15. 
The amount credited to the amortisa- 
tion reserve is $889,950.96. From the 
rate base items representing wells one 
to nine. part of 10, and well 13 have 
been eliminated, representing a total 
value of $310,727.97. 

On the occasion of the last applic- 
ation of the gas company before the 
public utilities board, the city took the 
position that it would not oppose the 
company raising the necessary funds 
to carry out extension work but looked 
to the board to protect the city’s in- 
terests. The city also reserved the 
right to discuss any amounts which 
might be added to the rate base as a 
result of any expenditures. 

The commissioners feel {t would be 
a good plan to adopt the same at- 
titude this year but state: “Without 
affecting the present application of 
the company, it might be pertinent for 
your honorable body to take into con- 
sideration the question of an_ early 
application to the Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners for a down- 
ws revision of the present gas tar- 
iff.”

CAPT. J, SHAW 


Gives Address on Geogra- 
phic and Economic His- 


tory of Canada 


“When we look back on Canadian 
history we see that it is the roman- 
tic story of a people who are labor 
ing under difficulties to work out 


their economic future and seeking to} 


overcome the obstacles that nature 
has placed in the way, but winning 
through to complete nationhood,” 
said Capt. J. T, Shaw, K.C., Liberal 
leader in the provincial house, in 
speaking to members of the Edmon- 
ton Kiwanis club at their regular 
weekly luncheon meeting in the Mac- 
donald holte Monday at noon. 

Capt. Shaw was introduced to the 
members by H. Milton Martin and 
prefaced his remarks with a_ brief 
sketch of the geographic and eco- 
nomic history of North America and 
Canada in particular, 

h History is Life 

He declared that the history of 
Canada was not merely past politics, 
but yesterday's life and today, He 
then outlined some of the economic 
and geographic factors that have 
had great weight in the development 
of the dominion. 

He took his--hearers back to the 

days of early settlement 
gradually gapped the lapse of time 
up to the present century touching 
on many factors of importance in 
the settlement and expansion of the 
country. 
He divided the various periods of 
development into separate phases, 
analysing each period briefly and 
then compared industrial Sevene: 
ment in the United States to that in 
Canada, 

He declared that today there was 
no discussion or talk of annexation 
by the United States due to the fact 
that the people of Canada were work- 
ing out their own future. 

“We see a new nationality develop- 
ing on this northern half of the 
continent which will be a very potent 
factor in‘the long years ahead of us. 
We need have no fear of the future 
as we need only to go after the de- 
velopment of our natural resources 
in a business-like method in order 
to attain a high economic position 
among the nations of the world,” he

The main cause of the re-kindling of the flame which’ 
during the last 10 years has broken out into a blaze on sev- 
eral occasions, was an amendment requested by the city to 
empower council to fix hours of closing of retail stores, 


HOLD CLAUSE OVER 
TO BE DISCUSSED 

After a two hour discussion, Hon 
J. F, Lymburn, attorney-general, mov 
ed that the clause in question be held | 
over to give the committee itself an 
opportunity of disctwsing by iteelt 
without there being present represent 
atives of either the city or the retail 
clerks, 

Mayor James M. Douglas, Commi 
David Mitchell, City Sollettor 
F. Bown and many merchants 
resent as were Willlam [oss 
venting the Retail Clerks Associa 
C. Jamieson, K.C., counsel 
for the organization 

It will be recalled that at the last 
civic election, in December, a plebiscite 
was held on the holiday question and 
by a vote of 10,000 to 6,000 voters ex- 
pressed themselves as favoring the 
granting of a half holiday to clerks 
the year round with the exception of 
the month of December

The history of thie matter in Ed- 
monton for the last 12 years had been 
a continuous and at times bitter strug. 
gle before the council, each side de- 
manding or resisting amendments 
Employers, clerks and public did not 
what to expect from the next 
council meeting The Retail Clerks 
Association always had desired to have 
the matter settled by charter, At 
present all that was certain was the 
four months provision which was in- 
cluded in the charter 

In regard to hours of labor, they 
were fixed by the Pactories and Min 
imum Wage Acts and ought in all 
cases to be fixed by provincial statute 
and not by municipal bylaws 

The difficulty in enforcing any such 
bylaw was well known. Inspectors and 
police could detect an open shop, but 
the task of ascertaining whether each 
clerk in a city was being worked for 
more’than a legal number of hours 
was almost imporsible. Probably one 
half the clerks were women and girl:

men and women, the constant fear of

Bullet Wound Through

Smith, manager of the local branch of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce for

the past 12 years, was found dead 
here Saturday afternoon with a 4% 
ealibre automatic revolver bullet 


wound through his head, 

Smith, who had been noticeably dea- 
pondent during the morning, worked 
through the usual lunch hour, and 
about one o'clock, after letling @ cuse 
tomer tnto the bank and turning 16 
over to & subordinate, walked upsta'rs 
to the bathroom, where his body was 
subsequently found The bullet had 
penetrated the skull and lodged tn the 
wall of the room where it was later 
recovered 

D, A, Evans and IT, ©, McLean, two 
members of the bank staff, together 
with the customer, rushed upstairs ime 
mediately following the report of the 
weapon and found Smith lying dead 
on the floor, gun in hand, 

The body was removed to the town 
mortuary and Dr. W. ©, York, voroner, 
after viewing the remains, deeded 
that no inquest was necessary 

Smith, who was born in Superior, 
Towa, was 40 years of age and came te 
Provost as manager of the bank about 
12 years ago. He leaves a wife and 
three children, the eldest being seven 
years of age 

A sealed letter, addressed to his 
wife, was found on his desk after his 
death
